Mayor Harper called the meeting to order at 5:30 p.m.

2. EXECUTIVE SESSION

There were no Executive Session items.

3. WORK SESSION ITEMS (5:30 P.M.)
Convened into the Work Session at 5:30 p.m.

3A. Discussion of Operational Oversight and Programming on Rowlett Television Network (RTN)
Channel 16. (15 minutes)

Staff stated RTN 16 is underutilized and is a resource that can be used to better communicate

and engage the citizens of Rowlett. Stated there is capacity io add to the station’s

. programming. Spoke regarding two new programs that will be added to RTN16: Ask Lynda,
Discover Rowlett and other public information.
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3B.

Council voice several concerns regarding the staffing resources for the new programming ideas;
use of the resource to the fullest extent; and using as a training and marketing tool instrument.

Council stated although the City Manager has oversight of RTN16, the City Council has
obligations to have oversight of it as well.

Presentation of the Budget for Fiscal Year 2011. (105 minutes)

Staff gave a presentation regarding the budget. Stated there is a gap with what the citizens
would like to receive and with what the City can provide. Stated reallocation of resources is
necessary. Spoke regarding several challenges within the City. Stated the economy is the
single-handed most challenging issue in designing the 5-year CIP.

In conclusion, staff stated the budget is focused on citizen-centered government; it is important
to put the right resource to the right purpose at the right time. Stated there will be no tax
increase for Fiscal Year 2010-11. The budget meets all the guiding principles established by
the City Council; the working fund balance and minimum fund balances as directed by Council
will be met and maintained; managed competition or outsourcing will be considered on a limited
basis; the Enterprise Funds will stand on their own; and perceptions by the citizens of Rowlett is
important with all City employees to be customer service centered.

Council voiced concern regarding the highest and best use of the funds as to the best use for .

the citizens of Rowlett. Comments were made regarding the CIP, fleet equipment and
employee raises.

Mayor Harper gave a brief update to the Council on the various activities in the City including
the City of Rowlett’s ranking as #24 in Money Magazine; on Saturday, August 7" the City will
hold a Community Picnic on Main Street; the budget proposal has been presented to the City
Council; budget review sessions will be held on August 9", 16" and 239 in the City Hall
Conference Room at 6:30 p.m.; the public hearings for the budget will be held on August 17"
and September 7™ during the City Council meetings; will vote on the proposed budget on
September 21% with no tax increase and no borrowing of money; the August 19" Special
Council meeting; the City’s partnership with Rockwall County Emergency Corporation; and the
newest edition of Rowlett on the Water...on the Move features interviews with Councilmembers
Donna Davis and Michael Gallops.
